ness, in which he amassed a fortune 
It was while he was transacting oil 
business locally that he lived in Co- 
shocton, 
He left

years ago and went to the Indiana 
and Oklahoma

Vincennes, Ind . Oct. 4 —C Edward 


Gibson, 42, wealthy oil operator, who 
amassed a fortune in the Illinois oil 
fields, was shot and instantly killed

Mitchell and Vincennes Gibson was 
shot five times in the back.
